Academka&jr, W<9itworth has always prided itself on a strong cxiucational program. Since its founding, 
Wentworth h.is inrrp-afwd the number of ni .Klemie programs, addm:; Ihi- lum-v College program in and 
the Continuui^ I xitKatii'ii program iii 1^73. Lducational uppurtunitie;> aie currently provided for moles, 
gmdes 6 through junior college, and females, grades 11 through junior college. 

Tile fir'it femnle iadet-> \M-re accepted to the Ac.uiemv in I^^*^^"^ F<ir the first two vears, female eadct?. were 
integrated mto male companies. TTiis year, witli the number ol fenuile cadets at 36, llie Academy estahhshetl 
its first aO-&malc ec^mpany - Echo Company. The ^Mngc to the command structure has provided fen^i le 
cadets with more opportimitie<: to serve in leMg£^|kjx;>$^iQns and to excel at the Academy.

I he Corps of Csdete and die Senior ROT C^ statfs were combiiwd into a consolidated Wentworth Battalion 

staff, unifying the Corps of Cadef-^ undi r iMit- commander. The unified comrruAnd, similar to the one utilized at 
Wentworth prior to the inception of the Junior C ollege, was instituted to bmld cohesion and strengthen 
leadership skills. 

The change had a fv>siti\ e effect on the entire Corpw. Hy placing all of the cadets under one unified 
command, the cadets were able to work together more efficiently to achi«^|^«nmon goals and objectives. 
The new command ^ructure also created more leadership opportunitHfei^flR cadets. 

The batt«H<m commander and other to{^ it aJershipposttfcins wmM^fed I \ a Board o: Of ficei9» whidi 
was comprised of the Commandant of Cadc»ts, Academic IVovioSt, Senior ROTC Prolesf,or ot Military Sdenoe 
and the ]RO IC Senior Army Instructor. Every cadet was provided with an opportunity to appt^tn^taff 
position. In order to be considered for a position, cadets had to meet the Academy's stendards^^^Ppfade 
point average and a have supt!rit)r deportment score. 

Tluise who applied were interviewed and evaluated on their leadership potential, j>crsonal deme.iiu>r 
during the interview, military bearing and knowledge of their desired position. Final selection for the 
leadership poritiona was baaed on the cadets' evahation scone; llieir de^red poaWon and tte needs of the 
Academy.
